TO ALL CANADIAN MEMBERS OF IOWMC 


At the suggestion of newly appointed IOWMC Board Member John Curtis, I am 
writing to the editor of the Canadian Wcoden Money Club to try to clarify the 
situation that has existed in IOWMC since I was elected President last August. 


At the annual board meeting it was decided, by the outgoing Board of Governors, 
that Mrs. Eleanor (Rusty) Bailey was to be removed as Editor and Mrs. Thelma 
Morningstar would be the new Editor on the strength of her not being elected 
President. I was not aware of this as I hadn't been officially notified that 

I had been elected President. I wasn't invited to the closed Board Meeting, so 
when the regular meeting was held in the afternoon the announcement was made 
that Thelma Morningstar was the new Editor.

I am ashamed to say I wasn't up on the By-Laws and I thought that it was 
alright. The next day when I arrived home from the convention, I wrote my 

rst Presidential Message and sent it to Mrs. Morningstar for printing in the 
@ Chips, congratulating all the newly elected members, etc. Then a few 

ys later I received a long distance telephone call from my new First Vice- 
President, Mr. Mack, that the removal of Mrs. Bailey was not legal according 
to the By-Laws. I checked and found he was correct (see Article VII, Section 
I). Mr. Mack said he had called Mrs. Bailey and she was all confused because 
she hadn't been notified of the move. I then received word from Board Member 
Gelvin Leeper that Mrs. Bailey was not legally removed from office and could 
not be replaced by a new Editor. I then received other calls and letters 
asking what I was going to do. I wanted to do what was correct and get the 
problem straightened up as soon as possible. I called Mrs. Bailey and told 
her to put out the October Chips and then wrote to Mrs. Morningstar telling 
her not to publish the October Chips and to forward my President's Message to 
Mrs. Bailey. I was sure this matter would be resolved by the Board of Governors 
before it was time to print the November Chips. However, Mrs. Morningstar 
wrote me she would put out the October Chips, which she did and violated our 
By-Laws (Article VIII (Special Provisions),Section 1). For your additional 
information, the newly elected Board of Governors approved and Mrs. Thelma 
Morningstar was paid $130.71 for this Special Chips. Anyway, by the time 
this article is printed or read to you, both Chips will be read by you now 
that the strike if over and mail service is resumed. 


I have received several rather unhappy letters from the outgoing Board Members 
saying I was a dictator and had done. wrong and all sorts of unkind remarks. 

My Board of Governors voted, not by a seven majority but by a larger vote 
majority than the outgoing Board of Governors that Mrs. Bailey was still Editor. 


ce then I have had many letters and quite a few personal talks with members 
saying according to the By-Laws I acted correctly; about eight or so have not 
agreed with me; and six or so won't make a statement either way. However, 
Since the decision was made that Mrs. Bailey was still the legal Editor sho 
pave up the Treasurer's job. Mrs. Dorothy Mack was approved and is the new 
Treasurer for the unexpired term.
